MOVES TO ELBA 

Uncle Charlie didn’t quite 
remember the year he moved 
to Elba, but according tosome 
of the older citizens in town 
he had been around ever since 
they can remember Retired 
Judge J. O. English, who is 
91, said, ‘‘Uncle Charlie wasa 
grown man when I was just a 
child. I can’t even think back 
to a time when he wasn’t 


Uncle Charlie Porter, a 
familiar sight around Elba, 
and probably the oldest citi- 
zen of Alabama, was found 
dead last Monday afternoon by 
two friends. He had been dead 
about 24 hours, according to 
Coroner Marvin Mcllwain. 

He was found by Mr. Allen 
Grey and Mr. Willie Jackson. 
Both men checked on Porter 
regularly and Grey shopped 
for him a lot, cut wood and 
did other things Uncle Charlie 
was unable to do for himself 
during the last few years. 

Records found in his home 
indicated that HEW had es- 
tablished that he was born 
sometime around July, 1854. 
This would have made him 121 
years old. He once told THE 
ELBA CLIPPER that he 
thought he was born some- 
where around Gordon, Ala- 
bama, and his parents were 
Slaves. 

Law officers on the scene 
Monday afternoon found sev- 
eral bags of money hidden in 
the house. They posted a guard 
around the house during the 
night Monday, and on Tuesday 
morning returned to continue - 
the search. When the search 
was completed, over three 
thousand dollars had been 
found. He had no relatives, 
and the disposition of this 
money and the three acres of 
land where his home stood will 
be made by the courts after 
burial expenses and any other 
debts are paid, according to 
Mcllwain.

“T Refuse To Testify” 

Grouchy neighbor Jones, sitting 
on his front porch, sees a reckless 
driver plough into your parked 
car. Later, trying to collect dam- 
ages, you need Jones to be a wit- 
ness for you in court. But he balks. 

“IT refuse to testify,” he says. 
“The whole thing is none of my 
business,” 


Can you force him to take the 
stand? Indeed you can. Testify- 


ing in court is not a matter of 
choice but a matter of civic duty. 
The citizen who has useful infor- 
mation in a lawsuit must tell what 


he knows, willingly or not, be- 
cause justice is entitled to his as- 
sistance. 

One “persuader” is the court's 


power to hold him in contempt. 
But beyond that, if Jones’ refusal 
should ruin your claim, he may 
even have to pay you the damages 
himself. Most states now have 


statutes allowing damages against 
the unwilling witness 


Thus, one court imposed dam- 
ages on a businessman who was 
“too busy” to testify at a shopper's 
lawsuit against a supermarket, 
Conceding that the duty to testify 
is “rarely pleasant or desired by 
the witnesses themselves,” the 
court added: 

“Public authority has preference 
over private interest.” 

On the other hand, a witness 
need not submit to embarrassment 


or hardship beyond the legitimate 
needs of justice. For example: 

A woman witness in a homi- 
cide case was asked whether she 
hat! been quarrelling with her 
husband—a question that had no 
connection at all with the trial. 
The court threw the question out 
as improper. 

As one judge put it: 


“Witnesses have a right to be 
protected from abuse by improper 
questioning and gratuitous attacks 


on (their) character,”

SALT PORK AND BLACK- 
EYED PEAS 

Some things by tradition 
are enjoyed by many people, 
and black-eyed peas served 
with salty bacon can be counted 
among the best! I can’t re- 
member when I first tasted 
this combination, but I am 
sure my Grandmother Morgan 
had something to do with it. 

She could prepare food that 
would grace the table ofa king, 
but would accept no compli- 
ments from those who enjoyed 
a meal with her. Quite often 
she would send her husband, 
affectionately called Pappy by 
everybody, including my 
grandmother, off to the woods 
and fields to gather wild 
greens. If I happened to be 
visiting them at the time, 
Pappy would take me with him. 
He knew which greens to pick 
and which to leave. And he 
knew which ones cooked to- 
gether made the best dish. I’m 
sure this ability comes with 
practice- over the years, but 
I am envious of anyone who has 
the knowledge to gather greens 
from a field. : 

When Pappy found he 
greens he wanted to use, he 
pulled out his good knife - the 
one he used only for times 
like this - and cut them off 
just above the ground. He 
carefully cleaned his knife, 
and put it back in his pocket. 
Looking back on it, | am sure 
that my love for knives came 
from Pappy. 

After gathering enough wild 
greens to make a ‘‘mess’’ we 
took them back home where 
grandmother cleaned and 
cooked them, often frying 
some port to serve along side. 
Her ‘‘hoecakes’’ were then 
fried in the same skillet 
using 
pork. Maybe some turnips or 
potatotes were added, but I 
could make a meal out of the 
hoecakes by adding butter! Any 
doctors reading this column 
are probably adding the cho- 
lesterol count, but in those 
days we didn’t know about fat 
molecules much less choles- 
terol. 

My grandparents knew a 
lot of folk lore and folk say-

the grease from the’ 
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ings which they believed very 
strongly. One in particular I 
remember is one that said, 
“If your grandmother visits 
you on New Year's Day, your 
chickens wil! lay better the 
rest of the. year.’’ And my 
grandmother usually came to 
visit on New Year’s Day! I 
can’t remember if my 
chickens laid any better since 
1 didn’t keep records, but I 
don’t believe we ever run 
out of eggs. 

Another tradition Grand- 
mother Morgan had was serv- 
ing blackeyed peas and salty 
on the frst day of the 
year. She believed that it would 
bring good luck all year if 
a family enjoyed this meal. 
Although: I never liked black- 
eyed peas, I always ate them 
-- just in case lI needed an 
extra serving of ‘‘good luck 
later in the year.

The caravan will be located 
at Westgate Shopping Ctr. and 
will be open from 1:00 p.m. to 
9:00 p.m. There is no admis- 
sion charge. The exhibit is 
co-sponsored by the Tenn- 
essee Valley Authority, the 
Alabama Army National 
Guard and the Alabama Bi- 
centennial Commission and is 
being locally sponsored by The 
Enterprise Bicentennial Com- 
mission in cooperation with 
the Westgate Merchants As- 
sociation, First Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan and Enterprise 
Banking Company. 

The caravan consists of 
five exhibit trailers which will 
be placed in a connected, U- 
shaped configuration. The in- 
terior of each trailer is de- 
signed so that the visitor will 
be taken back through time 
to the late 1500’s when Indian 
villages once dotted the 
region.

.WHO MAY GIVE BLOOD? 


Q. Who can give blood? 

A. Any person age 17 through 
65 who is in good health and 
weighs 110 pounds or more. 
17-year-olds require paren- 
tal consent. 


Q. How, often may one give 
blood? 

A. Once every eight weeks, but 
not more than five times in 
any 12-month period. 


Q. Can pregnant women do- 
nate blood? 


A. No. Mothers may donate 6 


months after delivery. 


Q. Should a donor avoid cer- 
tain foods bec. e giving blood? 


A. Yes. During a four-hour 


period before his donation, a 
donor should avoid heavy, fatty 
foods. Included are eggs, fatty 
meats,-cream, gravy, salad 
dressing, butter and fried 
foods. The donor should have 
eaten in the last 4-6 hours 
prior to donation. 


Q. Should a donor avoid any 
foods after donating blood? 

A. No. Return toa normal diet 

and drink lots of fluids 


Q. What precautions are ob- 
served for the donor's safety? 
A. Each donor relates certain 
facts of his medical history 

A nurse asks him about past 
illnesses, His blood pres- 

sure, temperature, pulse, 
weight and hemoglobin level 
are determined 


Q. How long after an in- 
jection must a donor wait be- 
fore giving blood? . 

A. Twenty-four hours must 
elapse after shots for polio, 
flu, ete. After penicillin a 
two-weeks wait is required. If 
long-acting penicillin is used, 
four weekS must elapse be- 
fore donating 


Q. Can a person who has had 
malaria donate blood? 

A. Yes, this is a new chahge 
Individuals who have had ma- 
laria can donate for plasma 
during a three-year period 
after the last attack of ma-

laria and no restrictions af- 
ter three years. Individuals 
stationed in Southeast Asia 
and/or having taken Malaria 
drugs also have the same re- 
Strictions as those who have 
had malaria. 


Q. How long after surgery must 
a person wait before donating 
blood? 

A. After major surgery a six- 
month period of waiting is 
required. 


Q. How long musta person wait 
after taking. antibiotics? 
A. A minimum of two weeks 


Q. Does giving blood harm a 
person? 

A. No. One day after donating 
a pint of blood the donor’s body 
replaces the fluid content. In 
30 days all the red cells are 
replaced. 


Q. Can a person who has a 
cold donate blood? 

A. No, not untilall cold symp- 
toms are gone.

UTILITY AUDIT RELEASED 


A review of the Water and 
Electric Board audit for last 
year does not bring up any sur- 
prises. The operating expen- 
ses jumped for this department 
as it did withalmost every pub- 
lic and private business. The 
largest single increase was in 
the purchase .of electricity 
from Alabama Electric Co-op - 
an increase of over $229,000 
over the previous year. In 
the 1974 audit the cost of 
electricity was $386,:108.79 and 
in. 1975 it increased to 
$516,174.60. .This increase 
was in spite of the slowdown 
in the economy that actually cut 
back on the usage of electric 
current. 

The Board had sales total- 
ing $849,530.61 during the 
year, which is an increase of 
about, $180,000 over the pre- 
vious year. This figure’ in- 
cludes late charges, water tap 
fees, and other miscellaneous 
sources of income 

Operating expenses total- 
ed $796,863.14 for the year, 
which is also an increase over 
the past year.

loans and outstanding bonds, 
the Board showed a profit of 
$16,000 This amount plus 
about $2,000 more was trans- 
ferred to the City of Elba to 
operate the City. 

A quick look at the bonded 
indebtedness of the Board 
shows over a million dollars 
due on bonds sold from 1948 
through 1973. However, re- 
serve funds required by the 
bondholders hold over $600,000

The Board is attempting to 
secure low interest loans to

Type III de 
vices, such as jackets and vests, 
are especially designed for 
comfort, and should allow a 
conscious person to maintain 
4 position either on their back, 
or near vertical in the water 
Type IV devices (buoyant 
cushions and ring life buoys) 
may be thrown into the water 
to assist a person who has fall 
en overboard, You should never 
wear a buoyant cushion on 
your back, like vn pack it 
might turn your face under- 
water

Sinking or Swimming 


is a child or an adult. Chil- 
dren's vests (pictured) come in 
two weight categories: (1) for 
persons weighing under 50 
pounds, and (2) for persons 
weighing 50 to 90 pounds. Spe 
cial purpose buoyant devices 
(pictured) now come in three 
sizes for children: under 30 
pounds; between 30 and 50 
pounds; and between 50 and 
90 pounds. A child should 
be provided with a size that 
will fit snugly enough to pre-
